\Viiy Is It Permitted' 


KDS EEV IE w:—It is a fundamental 


principle of our government, that the 
omjonty of legal voters in a state or 
municipality, have the indisputable 


ht to govern the minority. And, 
bD m the exercise of this high 


prerogative, a scrupulous regard is 
manifested for the rights of the mi- 
nority, then such law must be held 
lacred and binding, or the peace and 
jood older of bociety will be iiuper 
led if iiot destroyeil. 


Upon the question as to whether 


such a law iajan infringement uoon 
ha personal or absolute rights ot the 
udividual, FO that the individual or 
minority will bo justified in dibre- 
gardiag it, there could be but one 
;eat, viz: does the thing prohibited, 
f permitted, injuriously affect 
the 


well-being of society' If it does, 
,hon society has the unquestionable 
right to prohibit that, which so af- 
"eots it. 
It is also a constitutions! and it- 


horont right of the people, in the ca- 
)acity of|a state or municipality, to 
iiako such laws, governing their do- 
mestic affairs, as shall be deemed 
wise and beneficent for their common 
lappiness and prosperity; and it is 
,he bounden duty of the parent gov- 
>rnmont to respect such municipal 
aws, so long as they are not in con- 
flict with the rights of the general 
joverument 


These principles are so essential 


and just to all, that they carry con- 
viction of truth to the understanding 
of every citizen. 


This being true, why then do we 


permit the sale of intoxicating li<j- 
iors by the galjon ;n this communi- 
ty, when its sale is in direct violation 
of the legally expressed will of the 
majority of voters in this city* And 
especially is this a pertinent ques- 
tion, when the law under which this 
traffic is carried on, expressly pro- 
vides, that no one shall by it be au- 
thorized to traffic in that business 
where it is prohibited by a city. 


The statute cf Illinois, chap. 48, 


sec. 1, defines a dram shop, and nn 
der [t Q Ifceppe is required from the 
city ip which the business is sought 
to be .carried on. Tha next section 
provides a penalty for keeping a 
irara shop without a license. 


This law prohibits the s(ale of liq- 


uors in less quantities than a gallon 
without such license. 
NDW to sell 


more than a gallon, the 4th and 5th 
clauses ot the 3244th uection of the 


iitea StaU'3 statute regulates that, 


nndei certain restriotiops, ami it i* 
under this law that 
out "gulluu 


shops'" of this oity are doing bnsi - 
ness. Why is this suffered to be 
done whan the very act under which 
they sell expressly provides to-wit: 
Sec. 3243 "the payment of any tax 
imposed by the internal revenue laws 
for carrying on any trade or business 
shall not be held to exempt any person 
from any penalty or punishment pro- 
vided by the lawa of any state fo» 
carrying on the same within such 
state, or in any manner to authorize 
the commencement or continuance of 
such trade or .business contrary to 
the laws of su.cn state or in plages 
prohibited by rnu^clpal law, et6. 


If our municipal authorities will 


exercise snfiicient moral courage to 
perform their sworn duty, this viola- 
tion of the laws will be speedily ter- 
minated in our city.
